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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants elect Group I, claims 1-8, with traverse, the species of group a), the 
compounds of formula (I), of claim 1 . 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-8 with I species are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by WO 97/09394 of record on 1449 or Chem Abstract 132: 341661 or 132; 
309300 or 1 32: 36095 or 1 30; 7381 1 . 

The WO 97/09394 reference discloses an electroluminescent material including 
one or more polymers containing structural units of the formula in that if n=0 then the 
formula is identical with the claimed formula (I). 

The reference further discloses some formulae (la-lf), which is read on the 
claimed formula (I) (See page 8). 

132: 341661 discloses field effect in organic devices with solution doped 
arylmino-poly(phenylene-vinylene), which is read on the claimed formula (I) . 

132: 309300 discloses a new class of high efficiency light emitting nitrogen 
containing PPV-related cpolymers which has hole transfer moieties such as 
triphenylamine and alkylcarbazole units and conjugated aromatic units, which is read 
on the claimed formula (I). 
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132: 36095 discloses high efficiency light emitting nitrogen containing 
poly(phenylene-vinylene) -related copolymers, which has hole transfer moieties such as 
triphenylamine and conjugated aromatic units, which is read on the claimed formula (I). 

130: 73811 discloses styryl containing polymer, its manufacture, and organic 
electroluminescent device, electrophotographic photoreceptor, and hole transporting 
material, and has the formula which is read on the claimed formula (I).
